'1'lie Oil l'i*o«lii«-<xi-««. 


We noticed yesterday the proceedings of 


the greeting of oil producers at St. Peters- 
burg, at which they pulsed a resolution, 
which, let them take the advice of true 
friends to the interest, they will do well to 
rescind as soon as possible. No business can 
thrive in this country without the moral sup- 
port of public opinion, and this is certainly- 
bound to stand up for the natural right of 
existence of one of onr most important homo 
industries. It is worse than the, Hartford 
Convention, to advise foreign governments 
to so legislate as to destroy legitimate and 
honorable enterprise of our own citizens. 


But the supreme foolishness of this resolu- 


tion is shown iu the fact that the American 
reliiieriei* ntTend to just ninety-seven per 
cent, of the business, in other words, only 
three per cent, of American crude oil is re- 
lined in Europe. 
Statistics are plain and ir- 


refrigable on this point. 
Only one hundred 


and eighty-seven thousand barrels of crude 
are exported, whilst the total production of 
petroleum foots up the enormous amount of 
six millions of barrels, all the free gift of a 
bouuteoxis nature, and the couple, of hundred 
ot men who have exclusive control can sell 
this commodity for whatever they please, up 
to over twice the present price of oil. There 
is nothing iu the world to compete with 
them. The ouh' trouble heretofore has been 
that they could not agree amongst them- 
selves; they undersold each other until there 
was 110 profit in the husiiicsu at all. 
• 
A competent authority in these matters 


addresses us on this point as follows : 


'• It is a well known fact that all material 


exported iu its raw state usually goes out at 
iiett cost of producing. 
Will crude oil beau 


exception ? Would tho foreigner, even if he 
had suih'cieiit rcliniug capacity, take and 
carry the entire production (which at pres- 
ent he has not) at high prices, subject to un- 
certainties of an increased production na- 
turally resulting in a decline in price ? 
As 


long as the production of crude is in excess 
of consumption, ami is thrust upon the 
market without any re.gard to demand, sell- 
ing day by day the production for what it 
imiy bring, so long the market mu-t neces- 
sarily rule low in spite of any efforts on the 
part of the refiners to sustain prices. The 
refiners cannot be 
expected 
to carry 


the 
immense 
stock 
unaided 
by 
t.he 


producer. The reliner does carry a fair 
proportion of stock, and supplier the retincd 
market uo faster than is required, and at 
fair and remunerative protit; the producer, 
in behalf of his interest, should endeavor to 
advance prices by co-operation, and not 
overstock the market. 
If the producer 


would hold twenty per cent, of his daily 
production out of the uiarKet, the reliner 
would take the balance at good paying 
prices. 
The eighty per cent, would bring 


more money than the entire production, and 
the producer would have the balance to put 
on the market at good prices and at times 
when the market will bear it. 


Keiiners only co-operate to elevate the 


price of reliiicd, each managing their own 
business, but limiting it to the requirements 
of the market, and if the producers would 
act wiselv they would hail with delight the 
action of the refiners, end do likewise."—
